3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 -1 3 
are allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior art whether taken 
singularly or in combination to teach the claimed combination as recited. The prior art 
fails to teach in part of combination with of the limitations of the claim such require 
"applying in said transform domain first constraints, inverse transforming the filter with 
the applied constraints into a sample domain; and applying in said sample domain 
second constraints to obtain an iterated filter".
